15 I, Robert A. Seldon, declare that:

17 1 . I am a member of the bar of the State of California, registered to practice before the 

1 8 United States Patent and Trademark Office, and am the attorney of record in the above-captioned 

19 Application, representing the assignee of all rights therein. 
20 

21 2. I submit this Declaration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.47 because co-inventor Trent 

22 Lillihaugen has refused to execute the required Declaration. 
23 

24 3. The above-captioned International Application claims priority of Provisional U.S. 

25 Patent Application Serial No. 60/455,948 filed March 19, 2003. The International Application 

26 was filed on March 19, 2004. I prepared and filed both of the foregoing applications. I am also 

27 the attorney who effected entry of the International Application into the U.S. national phase.

29 4. In the course of preparing the two foregoing applications, I met telephonically and in 

30 person with Mr. Lillihaugen on several occasions. Mr. Lillihaugen was employed by a business 

31 entity in Camarillo, California named Logical Approach Engineering (hereinafter, "LAE"). On

1 or about September 6, 2003, 1 prepared a Declaration for Mr. Lillihaugen's signature, and had a 

2 copy of the application and Declaration sent to the President of LAE for Mr. Lillihaugen's 

3 review and signature. I was subsequently advised that Mr. Lillihaugen refused to sign the 

4 Declaration.

6 5. On July 2, 2004, 1 met with Mr. Lillihaugen at LAE's office in Camarillo, California, 

7 where I presented Mr. Lillihaugen with a copy of the PCT application and a Declaration suitable 

8 for filing in the USPTO. I asked Mr. Lillihaugen to sign the Declaration; he refused to do so.
